The Cabinet yesterday reiterated 
its stand that settlements in the 
areas may only be established with 
prior government approval, when it 
debated what the official communi- 
que called the “occupation” of Se- 
bastia. 


A. bid by the three National Re- 
ligious Party ministers to rule out 
the expulsion of the Sebastiu set- 
tlers by force was turned down flat 
by the rest of the Cabinet. 

However, NRP Minister Yitzhak 
Raphael told The Post he did not 
expect a dramatic turn in the situa- 
tion at the Samaria site in the 
next day or two and he was 
“cautiously optimistic’ that some 
acceptable solution would be found 
between the ElJon Moreh group and 
the authorities which would make 
the use of force unnecessary. 

While the Cabinet communique 
noted that Premier Yitzhak Rabin 
and Defence Minister Shimon Peres 
were authorized to execute long- 
Standing Cabinet policy, the NRP 
Jeader sald he was sure that Rabin 
and Peres would avoid the use of 
force when it was not inevitable. 

The discussion which followed 
Peres’ report on the situation at 
Sebastia took up most of the Cabi- 
met session. Most ministers took 
Part. Several Ideas were aired with 
a view to bringing the settlement 
effair to an end peacefully, and 
various attempts at mediation be- 
tween the group and the authori- 
ties were discussed. 

The abortive NRP proposal at 
the session would have decried 
partisan settlement operations, but 
it would ‘have also called for a 
comprehensive discussion in the 
Cabinet on future settlement plans, 
and it would have urged Rabin and 
Peres to find an alternative site, 
elsewhere In Samaria, for the Se- 
bastia group.

Settlers awaiting 
ejection by army

MASUDIYA (Sebastia).—Tension 
rose here last night as about 
1,250 would-be settlers and sup- 
porters expected the army to try 
and eject them. Following a meet~ 
in¢ with Defence Minister Shimon 
Peres here, Gush Emunim sources 
said they expected the army to 
move in at dawn to end their at- 
tempt to establish a Jewish set- 
tlement at an abandoned railway 

station here. 

Peres told Emunim leaders that 
they must obey the laws, leave the 
site peacefully, and the Government 
would decide its deployment in Judea 
and Samaria in three months time. 
Emunim headquarters then issued a 
statement that it would do every- 
thing in its power to prevent the 
ejection of its Eilon Moreh group 
from the site. 

Meanwhile, ferment increased 
among the Arab population in Sa- 
maria, Hundreds of school children 
in Nablus stoned soldiers, bicckaded 
roads and set fires to tyres. Security 
forces went into several schools and 
the city hall in pursuit of the student 
demonstrators. Seven were arrested, 
although four were later released. 

Peres warned Nablus leaders 
against an outbreak of anti-state 
disturbances, saying ‘that the Gov- 
ernment was determined to maintain 
law and order In any place, at any 
time. 2 
According to an unconfirmed re- 
port, Prime Munister Rabin, Justice 
Minister Haim Zadok and Peres met 
earlier yesterday and practically 
agreed on ordering eviction by force 
if neccessary. A source said that 
Peres was still hesitant and there- 
fore flew to the settlement site by 
helicopter to meet Emunim leaders. 

Peres did not explicitly threaten 
the settlers with eviction, but he left 
no doubt that they would not be per- 
mitted to remain. When asked when 
the eviction would be carried out, 
the Minister said, “We will set the 
time.” He said he was aware that 
the settlers would physically resist 
evacuation. 

During the hour-and-half meeting 
In the dispensary with Peres, ‘Rabbi 
Moshe Levinger, an Emunim leader, 
tore his shirt as an expression of 
mourning. He shouted to the people 
outside, “Rent your garments.” 

Yosi Artsiel, another Emunim 
leader, complained that “there is one 
place on earth in which Jews are 


not allowed to settle — and that is 
the heart of Eretz Yisrael.” 

Haim Guri, a poet, who jomed 
the meeting, proposed that the 150 
members of the Eilon Moreh group 
who want to live here, move to an 
army camp in Samaria and work 
there. A participant in the meeting 
sald thet the Minister mentioned 
the possibility that the settlers 
could be called up to military ser- 
vice, but Emunim leaders rejected 
the proposal that they be allowed 
to remain in the area only as 
soldiers. 

Shops in Nablus were closed as 
hundreds of Arab pupils demonstrat- 
ed. The three youngsters detained 
will be prosecuted, a source said. 

Soldiers who pursued the demon- 
strators tnto the city hall were con- 
fronted by Mayor Haj Ma'azouz el- 
Masri, who told them they had better 
go to Sebastia to quell ‘squatters’ 
provocations” against Arabs in the 
area. The mayors involvement 
prompted the immediate arriva] from 
Sebastia of Peres who requested 
that Nablus leaders discourage riots, 
noting that the settlement attempt 
was an issue between the Govern- 
ment and the squatters. 

Ameen Bara, shopkeeper, explain- 
ed that if the Jews were allowed 
to settle In Sebastia, “maybe in a 
year’s time, they'll come to Nablus.” 

Dr. Hatem Abu-Ghazaleh, a PLO 
supporter and former member of 
the Jordanian Parliament, said that 
the settlement attempt “deepens the 
σοὶ! population's nationaiism.” It 
made them understand “the reali 
intention behind Israeli occupation 
which is colonization of these areas 
by creating settlements here and 
there,” he said. 

Imad Jamil, 17, of Anabta, said 
that if the police did not evict the 
Emunim group, the villagers would 
join forces “and kill them all.” He 
and other youngsters said ‘they will 
cause disturbances today, hinting at 
an attack on a convoy of Emumim 
reinforcements.

The reiteration of the Israeli boy- 
cott apparently came in a reply by 
Jerusalem, to a suggestion from Sec- 
retary of State Henry Kissinger that 
Israel relax its hard-line decision 
and instead use the Security Council 
88 a forum to air its views. 

Allon told the Cabinet that the 
boycott held gocd for the Council's 
coming session about the Lebanese 
complaint on Israeli air raids against 
terror targets, as well as the January 
12 debate on the Middle East situa- 
tion, The PLO has been invited to 
both sessions. 

The Foreign Minister said that the 
U.S. and Britain merited every ap- 
preciation for their refusal to ap- 
prove an invitation to the PLO 
to attend the Council. He also com- 
mended states which abstained on 
the invitation issue, with a view to 
blocking the PLO, like France and 
other Western powers. He blasted 
Sweden, and the crucial Swedish 
vote which “enabled a terrorist or- 
ganization dedicated to Israel's de- 
struction to attend the Council” as 
he put it. (See Ambassador recall 
item — below.) 

The Cabinet yesterday decided to 
stage a full-dress political debate 
at the beginning of January before 
Premier Yitzhak Rabin leaves on 
his visit to Washington, Foreign Min- 
ister Yigal Allon made the proposal. 

The Foreign Minister said that 
this political debate, if held, would 
obviously cover Israel’s reaction to 
international calls to talk to the 
Palestine Liberation Organization. 

After Alion outlined developments 
in the Security Council in the wake 
of Lebanon’s complaint about Is- 
raeli bombing raids on terrorist 


targets there, Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin cismissed press re- 
ports circulating last week alleging 
a difference of opinion with the 
Foreign Ministry. This difference 
was said to have revolved around 
whether or not Israel should take 
part in the Council's sessions on the 
Lebanese complaint when the PLO 
took part, in response to the Coun- 
cil's invitation. 

(The offending press reports sug. 
gested that the Foreign Ministry 
favoured selective Israeli participa- 
tion at sessions where the PLO man 
did not actually speak, whereas 
Rabin was said to have insisted 
that Israel boycott the entire de- 
bate from start to finish.) 

Rabin told the Cabinet that Is- 
rael’s stand vis-a-vis the Lebanese 
complaint and participation in the 
sessions of the Security Council had 
been worked out in full coordination 
between the Prime Minister's Office 
and the Foreign Ministry.

Lower league games 
cancelled after murder

TEL AVIV. — The. Israel. Football 
Association (IFA) last night decided 
to cancel all league “C” and “D" 
matches for the rest of December, 
as a sign of “protest and solidarity” 
with Rehovot Maccabi over the fatal 
stabbing of Mordechai Kiend in the 
League "Ὁ" match against Kfar 
Gvirol Maccabi on Saturday. A total 
of 230 clubs from Kfar Blum‘ to 
Eilat and 5,000 players are involved 
in the two leagues. 

The decision was one of four 
taken by the IFA Executive at the 
end of a stormy 34 hour emergency 
meeting called to consider the tragic 
death of Kiend, whom Association 
chairman Michael Almog described 
as the first player killed in the his- 
tory of Israeli football. 

The gathering started with part- 
icipants standing to attention in 
Memory of the deceased. Some of 
the 17 delegates present had come 
to the meeting after attending 
Kiend’s funeral in Rehovot. 

The meeting also decided to sus- 
pend Kfar Gvirol Maecabi until! 
after the conclusion of the court 
case and investigations arising from 
the killing; to call on Rehovot Mac- 
cabi to continue to play in the 
league, and not pursue the idea of 
disbanding; and to mark Kiend's 
death at all league soccer matches 
played on Saturday, by observing

ἃ minute’s silence at all grounds, 
with footballers wearing black arm- 
bands. 

The resolution calling off lower 
league matches was taken by a 
majority vote, after a sizable 
minority had called for the sus. 
Pension of all league football in its 
entirety on Satumiay.

neal Abu Saleh, was stabbed with 
a kitchen knife, and his relative, 
Sa'id Abu Saleh, was wounded when 
a fight broke out between Jews and 
Druse who ad just seen “The Last 
of the Underworld Hunters,” star- 
ring Robert Hayes. 

Two youths from Kiryat Shmona, 
Ovadia Aboud, 21, and his brother 
Arye, 23, have been remanded into 
custody in Safad. Ovadia is suspected 
of leading the attack, and Arye of 
beating Sa'id with a nailed stick. 

A large police force patrolled Kir- 
yat Shmona throughout the day, 
and police vehicles remained in 
Majdal Shams, where tension was 
high. Most Druse went to work, 
though some shops were closed in 
mourning. The Abu Saleh family is 
the largest in Majdal Shams. 

Druse leaders said they under- 
stood that the killing had nothing to 


do with politics or national feelings. 
One of them added that those who 
go to see violent films are no better 
than those who commit acts of 
violence. 

‘Meanwhile, two other men were 

stabbed in northern towns over the 
weekend. In Nazareth 2 i6-year- 
old boy seriously wounded another 
during a quarrel. The victim, at the 
Scottish Mission hospital, is said to 
be out of danger. The assailant has 
been arrested. 
In Beit Shean, Avraham Moriatti, 
45, was stabbed In the throat during 
8. coffee house brawl. He was taken 
to the Afula Kupat Holim Hospital, 
where he is reported out of danger. 
The police are hampered in their 
investigation, as the victim cannot 
speak because of his injury, while 
the assailant, a man aged 67, is 
mute. 


Soccer murder suspect 
pleads self-defence

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
REHOVOT. — “TI killed the football 
player in self-defence. He picked up 
a big stone and was planning to 
hit me with ft I then took out my 
knife and stabbed him,” the 17-year- 
old suspect in the fatal killing on 
Saturday of jocal football payer 
“Motti” Kiend told Ma- 
gistrate Shoshana Berman in court 
here yesterday. 

The tall thin youth from Kfer 
Gvirol, 2 Rehovot district, was 
brought to court yesterday morning 
handcuffed and guarded by several 
policemen. Representing the police 
was Pakad Moshe Yanovsky, chief 
detective of the Rehovot police. He 
told the judge the police version of 
what happened on Saturday noon 
at the Rebovot Maccabi football 
field during the match against Kfar 
Gvirol Maccabi which ended in a 
riot with Kfar Gvyirol fans storming 
the field. 

The lanky dark-complexioned 
youth tried to hide his nervousness. 
But his bloodshot eyes, the dark 
Tings below his eyes and uncombed 
black hair showed that he had not 
Slept during the night. When he 
related Saturday noon's stabbing he 
spoke in a quiet, clear and coherent 
manner. He began by saying that 
he was sorry that he committed 
such an act, and emphasized that 
he did not know what he was doing 


; and that it was in self-defence. 


Judge Berman asked the boy what 
kind of a knife was it. “A regular 


knife.” “What were you doing with 
a knife in a football stadium?” 
“There is a person who is out look- 
ing for me to settle accounts!” 

Judge Berman seemed not to 
understand and the youth explained: 
“Sometime ago I was detained in 
jail by the police, and there I got 
into a dispute with someone who 
since then has been looking for me 
to settle accounts, and I have been 
carrying the knife as protection.” 

The youth was remanded for 10 
Gays instead of 15 as requested by 
the police because he is under 18 
years of age. Because of this the 
police also ordered that his name 
not be published. 

Early yesterday morning under 
flood-lights the youth acted out the 
stabbing in the footbali stadium. 
It was filmed on videotape and will 
be used as evidence. 

The youth was not represented by 
a lawyer in court. The small court- 
room was filled with about a dozen 
persons, Mainly family of the sus- 
pect. Three persons ed of 
having taken part in the riot at 
the football field will be brought 
before a magistrate today. Two 
other persons arrested at the time 
were released because of lack of 
evidence. 

Yesterday afternoon several thou- 
sand persons attended the funeral 
of Mordechai Kiend. Eulogies were 
delivered by sport club representa- 
tives who called for a stop in the 
terror in sport.

— Indonesian 
Taratroops and marines, supported 
by warships, invaded Portuguese Ti-

Within 90 minutes, the Indonesian 
troops yesterday captured the Dili 
central administration headquarters 
and communications centre, the re- 
ports said. : 

A member of the Fretilin central 
committee said over the radio that 
the dawn invaders were shooting wo- 
men and children indiscriminately in 
the streets of the 10,000-p2pulation 
city. 

“Yive are all going to be killed — 
do something, do something,” he 
implored. 

Pleas for Australian help went 
aut over the radio spasmodically dur- 
ing the day. : 

In Jakarta, Foreign Minister 
Adam Malik said the pro-Indonesia 
Apodeti Party in Timor had asked 
by cable on Saturday for troops to 
be sent to Dili. 

He said that Fretilin had offered 
no resistance and 300 of its soldiers 
had surrendered to pro-Indonesian 
forces of the Democratic Union of 
Timor (UDT). the Apodeti Party, 
the Trabalista Party and the Kota 
Party. 

Malik said the troops, will remain 
in Dili cnly a short time, until the 
people of the Portuguese colony can 
carry out “an act of free choice" 


“The next step after the fall of 
Dili will be a meeting of the par- 
ties including the Fretilin, if they 
want to, to prepare for the act of 
free choice,” Malik aaid. 

“Tf they don't want to, they will 
Jose ground,” he added. 

Malik said that in effect Fretilin 
had been defeated after the fall 
last week of the strategic town af 
Atabae, 60 km. northwest of Dili 

A three-man delegation from Fre- 
tilin left Sydney on Saturday for 
Lisbon, the UN and Mozambique. 
The group vowed that Fretilin 
soldiers would take to the hills and 
fight a protracted guerrilla war if 
Indonesia seized Dil. 

Mr. Malik said yesterday that 
pro-Indonesian forces were prepared 
to deal with Fretilin remnants in 
any guerrilla fighting folowing the 
fall of Dili. 

“Y am sure the forces of the 
Apodeti, UDI, Kota and Trabalista 
know what to do next and they 
are prepared to deal with long 
guerrilla war if the Fretilin wishes 
50," he said. 

The crunch in Timor came just 
one day after President Ford and 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
left Jakarta after a friendly 20- 
hour visit. 

The Timor question was touched 
on in talks between the two coun~ 
tries. Dr. Kissinger, answering a 
question, told newsmen after the 
discussions that Washington would 
not recognise the unilateral declara- 
tion of independence which Fretilin 
had made in Dili nine days ago.

Australia’s leanings to Indonesia 
led to hands-off policy in Timor

SINGAPORE. — Since the Austra- 
lians opened their own constitu- 
tioval can of maggots at the be- 
ginning of November, the animosi- 
ties aroused by the political rot in 
East Timor have slipped into the 
back of most men’s minds. Yet al- 
though economic issues may domi- 
nate the forthcoming electoral 
roughhouse at home, Australia’s 
former Prime Minister Gough Whit- 
lam may find it expedient to modify 
his attitude towards that sad, sun- 
sodden island not 650 kms. from 
the Australian coast. 

Even within his own Labour 
Party, Whitlam’ has been blamed 
for shrugging off moral responsibi- 
lity for a people engulfed by the 
miseries of a fratricidal struggle, 
many of whom unhesitatingly help- 
ed the Australians during World 
War Il—espectally as his placatory 
policy towards the jumpy and 
exigent Indonesians who own the 
western half of Timor has paid few 
dividends. 

Nobody in this drama, it seems, 
ends up loving the Australians. 
The members of the cast include 
the Portuguese, who are responsible 
for decolonizing the territory, the 
warring parties in Timor {the left- 
wing Fretilin which is fighting for 
complete independence, the Apodeti 
and Democratic Union of Timor 
{UDT) which favours a merger 
with Indonesia), and the Indone- 
sians, whose ostensible fear that 2 
Fretilin victory will give them a 
pro-Communist neighbour has led 
them to move from fringe warfare 
on the frontier to full-scale inter- 
vention. 

At the end of September, Fretilin 
aceused Australian vested interests 
in Timor of financing the arming 
of the UDT and the bombing of 
Fretilin troops. A fortnight later 
Portuguese afficials in Macao charg- 


ed the Australians with i 
Fretilin and filtering into their 
ranks Australian technical special- 
ists dressed in Fretilin uniforms to 
help fight the UDT. Meanwhile, 
the Indonesians were quite unjusti- 
fiably protesting that all Australian 
reef shipments were going to areas 
under Fretilin control, and were re- 
ported to have complained that 
Australian long-range reconnais- 
sance aircraft and submarines had 
been spying on Indonesian military 
and naval activity in and around 
Timor. 

Whitlam did not invent Austra- 
lia’s willowy policy towards Indo- 
nesia. It comes naturally. The two 
meridianal giants — one a string 
of islands 3,000 miles iong, the 
other a continent of three million 
square miles extending eastwards 
for a further 2,000 miles — are rich 
in potential and could prove a 
powerful force for stability just 
south of a politically queasy Asian 
mainland. The Australians have 
been understandably anxious that 
they remain friendly neighbours, 


and have developed psychosomatic .

AID TO INDONESIA

LONDON. — Four gunmen who 
say they are members of the Irish 
Republican Army were holed up 
with two hostages in an apartment 
yesterday, and a senior police of- 
ficer said the authorities will make 
no deals. 

‘The siege began on Saturday night 
after the gunmen fired two shots at 
exclusive Scott's restaurant already 
bombed by terrorists and sped away 
in a stolen cer. A taxi driver 
caught in the middle at one point 
said: “It was just like Chicago — 


the gunmen aban- 
doned the car after exchanging 
shots with police during a high- 
speed chase through central Londor 
and then burst into an apartment 
to take as h a middle-aged 
postal inspector and his wife. 

“We have no idea what the situa- 
tion is in there," said Ernest Bond, 
Deputy Assistant Police Commis- 
sioner, as police ringed the four- 
storey apartment building near Re- 
gents Park. 

“We don't know what they are 
armed with. We have been told by 
witnesses that they have probably 
got handguns, 

“We do know,” added Bond, “that 
they are at least a good part of 
the team that have been doing the

During a brief conversation yes- 
terday morning, Bond said, the gun. 
men “reiterated their demand for 
transport by aircraft to Ireland.”

Cmdr. Willlam Fleming, the senior 
uniformed police officer at the scene, 
told newsmen: “The only manoeuvre 
is that they will come out with their 
hands up.

REYKJAVIK. —

of the total catch in these waters. At 
the talks that followed the end of the 
agreement, the Icelanders demand-

The British Minister of State. Roy 
Hattersley, put in a counter-bid of 
110,000 tons, expecting to strike a 
bargain at around 85,000-90,000 tons. 
Instead, the Icelanders refused to 
compromise. The talks foundered, 
and the cod war broke out for the 
third time: ᾿ 

The reasons for Icelandic intran- 
sigence are understood even in Bri- 
tain this time. The Icelanders rely on 
fish for 83 per cent of thelr export in- 
come. Almost all their manufac- 
tured goods and much of what they 
eat (apart from fish) comea from 
abroad. 

For Britain, what is at stake in 
restricting catches is the survival of 
an important industry in four 
northern fishing ports already badly 
hit by unemployment. For Iceland, 
what is at stake is the entire 
economic basis of its high standard 
of living. The problem is essentially 
a short-term one. When the United 
Nations Law of the Sea Conference 
reconvenes in New York next 
March, it is expected to agree to 200- 
mile economic limits for maritime 
nations. But the Icelanders fear that 
time and ecology are not on their 
aide,

Jonsson, director of the Marine 
Research Institute in Reykjavik, has 
just forecast that by 1979, if fishing 
continues at its present rate, the cod 
stock will have diminished to about 
100,000 tons, too smali to produce 
viable breeding species. 

The rea) dispute is about how the 
allowable catch of between 230,000- 
265,000 tons should be divided. If 
Iceland is to malntain Its present 
shaky economic position at current 
world prices, it needs to take the en- 
tire allowable catch for itself. Even 
the 65,000-ton quota offered to the 
British would mean some reduction 
in the country's standard of living.

ΤΊ WAS THE BRITISH market for 
fish that began the country's recent 
dazzling prosperity, wel} within the 
memory of many Icelanders. The 
transition from a turf-hut sub- 
sistence economy to industria) 
affluence was, like Sweden's, late 
and swift. The Danes who ruled 
Iceland had monopolised its trade 
for centuries. 


Britain began to buy large quan- 
tities of the Icelandic catch during 
the food shortage caused by the Ger- 
man blockade in the 1914-18 war. 

In May 1940, the unopposed 
British occupation of Iceland, which 
secured the Island from the advan- 
elng Germans, produced an 
economic windfall, boosted when the 
Americans teok over with more than 
50,000 troops in 1941. There was huge 
spending, and the two airports were 
built. Large quantities of fish were 
again sold to Britain. Icelanders say 
sadly that this was when the nation 
Jost its ancient habits of frugality. 
After the country became indepen 
dent of Denmark in 1944, it flourish: 
ed. Wages were high. There was no 
unemployment. Almost everyone 
owned a car and a house and enjoyed 
a@ Scandinavian standard of living. 


But as prosperity increased, 50 
did their anxiety about the 
precariousness of thelr wealth.

THE DECISION to postpone the presentation in the Cabinet 
of the budget for 1976/77 (due yesterday) until next Sunday 
gives the public time to digest some unpalatable new informa- 
tion released by the Bank of Israel last week. ᾿ 
it reveals a shocking deviation in the economic plan which 
Finance Minister Rabinowitz stated he hed adopted (and which 
was embodied in the National Budget prepared a year ago for 
1975) -— a plan whose purpose was to ensure economic re- 
eovery. The scheme was to reduce the human and other re- 
sources devoted to supplying the domestic market, in order to 
make these resources available for the production of export 


Mr. Rabinowitz did at the beginning sbift the pattern of eco- 
nomic activity in the right direction. By the first quarter of 
this year employment had diminished on the local market, 
notably in the building trade and in personel services. : 
And then suddenly the Treasury changed course. According 
to the Bank of Israel's figures, budget expenditure has run 
ehead of revenue to the tune of I4,000m. so far. The private 
sector builds less, so the Government (as though in a panic 
at the prospect of increased joblesaness) hes taken to building 
more. The private sector invests less — and the public sector 


Sines 1973, the number of jobs on the private market has 
shrunk by 37,000. This could offer a possible supplement to 
those industries which are scheduled for growth. Not a bit of 
it — the publie sector has increased its intake by precisely 
that number. Insteed of declining, the proportion of persons in 
the employ of the State and other non-profit-making organi- 


gaticns has actually gone up. 


There are 2 number of factors thet might be seen as ex- 
tenuaiing circumstances, The Ben-Shahar tax reform, designed 
to gelvanize productivity in the long term, has caused a loss 


of revenu? in the short term. Also

year; and not only exports. Apprehension that the size of the 
trade deficit could run the country into a slump has discour- . 
aged investmeats even ir essential industries. It could he ar- 
giec thst there is no point in releasing surplus labour from 
redundant branches if the exvort and inrestment activities 
eennot take it over because they ro longer need its services. 
But that is aa answer which begs the question. The money 
which went to finance budget deficits could have gone instead 


to bolster up

Bank of Israel's report demonstrates that all the five mini- 
avd mexi-devaluations that took place in the last half-year 
have been expected. An extra financial boost would have helped 
overcome business despondency in industry, improved its pre- 
sent performance even under adverse price conditions abroad, 
and rezdied it for the recovery in foreign markets when it 


comes, 


The export drive, which is Israel’s first priority, will require 
the recruitment of more personnel. The object of financial 
policy should heve been to generate the necessary incentives 
— to make exports profitable and to make them attract em- 
picyment. That would have been 2 better use of funds than 
raising the number of public employees from an already high 
33 per cent to a quite unjustifiable 35 per cent of the country’s 


tadour force.

This realisation, and the deter- 
mination with which Lebanese 
patriots are standing up to the 
invaders, are the new elements 
that will determine the outcome 
ef the present fighting in 
Lebanon. 

The Syrians always wanted to 
absorb Lebanon and never 
accepted it as a fully indepen- 
dent country because they 
regard it as belonging to 
“Greater Syria.” They were deep- 
ly disappointed in 1918 when 
Lebanon became a French man- 
date, and even more so in 1943 
when the French helped to set it 
up as an independent country, 
and worked out a constitution 
under which Christians and 
Moslems divided the highest 
positions between them. At that 
time the Christians were in a 
numerical majority. 

This arrangement broke down 
because of the Palestinians, who 
are overwhelmingly Moslems. 
In 1948, when Israel became an 
independent state, Lebanon 
gave hospitality to some 200,000° 
Palestinians who left the country. 
in 1970, when King Hussein ex- 
pelled the Palestinians who were 
Plotting to take over Jordan, 


" some 150,000 were added to 


these. Owing to the high birth- 
rate of the Palestinians, they 
now number some 400,000 in the 
Lebanon. 

Considering that the Lebanese 
Christian birth-rate is much 
lower than that of the under- 
privileged Shia sect of Lebanese 
Moslems, the Christians are 
clearly no longer in 2 numerical 
majority. They know that as 
soon as the fighting is over, they 
must make concessions to the 
Moslems. _ 

In May 1973 there were open 
clashes between the Lebanese 
Army and the Palestinian 
terrorists. Later that year this 
resulted in an agreement, 
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A Palestinian in action in Beirut. The symbol on his rifle shows an arrow pointing 


into Israel. 


To the ordinary Lebanese, the 
Palestinians are the enemy _ 


designed to ‘make official’ the 
limits within which the 
Palestinians could operate in 
Lebanon, and the extent of the 
arsenal which it could keep in 
various camps around built-up 
areas and in Fatahland. 

This agreement was seen by 
the bulk of the Lebanese Chris- 
tian community as yet another 
concession to the Palestinians by 
a weak (not to say impotent) 
government in the name of Pan- 
Arabism. 


OVER THE PAST eight months, 
Sa'eka has been responsible for 
keeping the supply of arms and 
ammunition flowing across the 
border from Syria to various 
Leitist groups in Lebanon. 

Although Sa'eka is officially 
part of Yasser Arafat's 
Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion, the orders come from 
Damascus. The Syrian Govern- 
ment has also integrated into the 
PLO army the Yarmuk Brigade, 
which is an armoured brigade of 
the Syrian Army. 

The Syrian Government ob- 
tains its arms and funds from 


‘More publicity for aliya 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir. — Aliya does not receive the 
press space or air time, at least in 
the United States, that is necessary 
to successfully promote aliya. 


As a journalist-publicist for more 
than 13 years, I am aware of the 
problem. There are many Jews in 
the U.S. who have no regular connec- 
tion with Jewish organizations 
(synagogues, community centres, 
etc.). These people, potential olim, 
don't know about aliya centres; they 
don't know there are honest and 
qualified people available to tell 
them about immigratior to Israel; 
they don't know what the govern- 
ment offers new immigrants (or 
what the government expects from 
new immigrants); they don't know 
how to secure information regarding 
8 move to Israel; in fact, because 
they don’t know about aliya centres, 
many don't seriously consider aliya. 


In generaj, aliya gets a ‘good 
press'’ only after a war or a UN 
resolution. In “good times" for us, 
meetings arranged by aliya 
representatives rate only one 
paragraph in the local U.S. press. If 
our Government, wants increased 
aliya, it must get ite message to all 
Jews, not only those who visit a syn- 
agogue regularly and those who oc- 
casionally drop in at the community 
centre; it must have a full time 
publicity effort; it needs feature 
stories and longer ‘‘time blocks" in 
the electronic media. 

I suspect there are many Jews in 
the English-speaking countries who 
would make aliya if only they knew it 
was not an impossible task; if they 
knew there was a place to turn for 
honest information about the 
benefits and hazards in making 


allya.

We 
should publish or broadcast minimal 
cool factual reports. enough to 
register the event and limit scare 
talk but not enough to set up the 
society-wide vibrations which the 
terrorist craves. Not a blackout bute 
brownout.”” 

Stephen Rosenfeld believes that 
many of the terrorists and would-be 
terrorists might fade away then. I 
wonder what the people of Israel feel 
about this approach?

Jewish life in Japan

Sir, — Kinuve Weinstein's article, 
“Jewish life in Japan” (November 
14) has a number of historical 
errors, amongst others: ᾿ 

i. '... There have been Jews living 
in Japan since the 1880’s." Jews 
have been living in Japan since the 
creation of the Foreign Settlement in 
Yokohama shortly after mid-1859. Ag 
early as 1861. an American Jew from 
Maryland, Raphael Schoyer, was in 
business as a commission merchant 
there. He was also a member of the 
Yokohama Municipah Commission. 
Two German Jews were partners in 
a public house, the “Plymouth Arms" 
in Yokohama in 1885. A certain 
C. Levy was the proprietor of a prin- 
ting press in Yokohama and publish- 
ed the French edition.of a grammar 
of spoken Japanese in 1873 (there isa 


copy in the Hebrew University and 
National Library}. Among the oldest 
stones in the Yokohama Foreigners’ 
Cemetery are those standing over 
Jewish graves, going back to the 


1860s. 

2. "... The Kobe community dates 
from after World War Π...᾽" When 
Israel Cohen, the Secretary of the 
Zionist Organization, was in Japan 
in 1920, he reported that there were 
200 Jews in Kobe. In October 1928, 
the Palestine Restoration Agsocia- 
toon of Japan was founded there. 
From mid-1940, the Kobe Jewish 
community gave much-needed 
assistance io Jewish refugees who 
had fled from Europe across Siberia 
and then gone from Vladivostok to 


Kobe.
